The notice to residents may be given by posting notification 
in some public place in the municipality or in such other way as 
the municipality directs. 


The notice to nonresident owners may be by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer or by any other method 
that provides reasonable-notice to the taxpayer.

HIS TAXES, UNLESS HE FURNISHES SUCH LIST WITH HIS 
APPLICATION AND SATISFIES THEM THAT HE WAS

The assessors or any of them may require the person 
furnishing the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of - 
them may administer, and any of them may require him to answer 
in writing all proper inquires as to the nature, situation and value 
of this property liable to be taxed in the State; and a refusal or 
neglect to answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an 
appeal to the county commissioners, but such list and answers 
shall not be conclusive upon the assessors.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1974 finds the Town maintaining a comfortable financial 
position as can be observed by reviewing Exhibit A of the audit which is 
printed in this report. 

The health officers have taken necessary action on 3 cases. 

The cross road has only one culvert to place. We feel a substancial 
improvement was made this year and plan to place more emphasis on 
ditching. 

The special town meeting in December enabled us to continue our 
present Clam Law for 2 years. We were not satisfied by its terminating 
in December of 1976, but due to licenses it could not be prevented. 

The Master Plan for the Airport has been completed. This hopefully 
offers the Town many advantages such as fire housing and at last a 
possible access to the boat ramp. 

We have entered an article in the Warrant to create a Parks and 
Recreation Committee. By this we can offer our people many varied 
services such as boating launching, picnic areas, trails for hiking, 
snowshoeing, snowmobiling and cross country skiing. 

We procured a mimeograph machine and official measures for 
constables this year. Two of our Town Constables successfully 
completed a police school conducted at Ellsworth. 

The Selectmen wish to thank all of those who have so generously 
contributed their time and effort on committees and positions.

ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


During the year 1974 the total taxes assessed increased 27% over 
1973. The tax note increased from .019 mils to .022 mils. 

Under the new state law the town will become part of a primary 
assessing area after 1977. This law will require that the town have a 
current tax map and a recent re-evaluation. The cost of this must be 
borne by the town. The mapping should be done now or the cost will 
probably be much higher if the town delays this until 1977. Taxes will be 
assessed by state certified assessor after the town becomes part of an 
assessing district. 

If LD 1994 is not changed, the education tax for Trenton will be 
$132,300 of which the town keeps $120,000 for its over educational 
needs. The balance of approximately $12,000, must be sent to the state 
for use in other towns less wealthy than Trenton. 

The new state valuation for Trenton is $9,800,000.

TRENTON VOLUNTEER FIRE COMPANY INC. 


I would once again like to show our appreciation for the support for 
the past year with us with the following report. 

The officers for 1975 are Chief Kelton Muise, Asst. Chiefs Robert 
Norwood and Bruce Cameron, Captain Harvey Roberts, Lieutenant 
Hilton Hanscom, Treasurer Bruce Cameron and Clerk James Stanton. 
Truck drivers are Herbert Clement, Matthew Strong, Dick Gregg and 
Arthur Fox. The department to date has a total membership of 46. 

The department responded to 12 alarms which were 2 false alarms, 
1 chimney, 1 electrical, 5 grass and brush and 3 structual. The 
department also burned 23 different fields ana an old building. Some 
donations were received for these services. 

The department has been quite active this year. They attended the 
annual Field Day in Ellsworth where they took home a Ist place trophy 
for Portable Pump Relay. Also we sent a truck and a few men to the 
Maine Federation of Firefighters Convention in Skowhegan to 
participate in the parade, and a good time was enjoyed by all. This 
coming September Ellsworth will host the Convention, hope everyone 
can attend this event. 

The Town appropriated $1,500.00 at the annual Town Meeting for fire 
protection for 1974. This money was used to maintain and operate the 
equipment plus pay insurance on the trucks, oil and lights for the Fire 
House. 
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From donations and proceeds from the Town Meeting Dinner, Baked 
Bean Supper and raffle we were able to acquire the following 
equipment; 1-Ford Fire Truck from Town Hill for the pump that was on 
this truck to be used on the New Truck and then the cab and chassis was 
sold to Cranberry Isles for a fire truck for the Island, 2-Survive AirPaks 
with 2 extra tanks (for which a few of the men attended a school on), 
1-3000 watt generator, wiring and recepticals, installed 220v in the fire 
house, 2-portable radios from the forestry service, 1-chain saw (used), 
1-100 cup coffee maker, powder for chimney fires, paint and other 
supplies needed to fix up and paint chevy truck in which we put the 
generator and big lights on to make a generator truck for use at night 
fires, 8-Indian tank brackets, 1-foam meter valve, 1200’ of 24%4’’ hose 
(used) and plus other office and raffle supplies. We also paid for 
membership in the Maine State Federation of Firefighters for all 
members (for the insurance benefits). 

We have acquired from C.D. a 1952 GMC 6x6 wheeler with winch, 
further plans for this truck is to change tank off the old 6x6, this 
summer. 

A few of the firemen from town went with a ton truck to Pennsylvania 
for equipment which was donated to us by 2 fire companys down there of 
things they had which they weren’t using anymore. Here is just a few of 
the things we've got; fire boots, helmets, coats, large and medium, 
floodlights, siren, mirrors for trucks, 300’ 14%’’ hose, pike polem exting. 
brackets, 1 portable pump for pumping out cellars, gloves and deluge 
nozzle with straps. 

We have our new Fire Truck and is well on the way to being 
completed as you can see in the photo above. 

I have been to the County Commissioners to see if they can’t help us 
in a new fire house and put it on the airport it would solve their fire 
protection problem and our firehouse problem. 

Once again we wish to thank all Officials and Citizens of the Town of 
Trenton for their support.

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REPORT OF TRENTON SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


In 1974, the Building Committee was reconstituted and given 
additional funds for use in finding a solution to our school housing 
problem. 

Committee members were Lloyd Noyes (Chairman), Philip Alley, 
Bruce Cameron, Arthur LaBelle, Maynard Smith and Fred Swanson. 

Philip Alley and Maynard Smith have resigned from the 
Committee. 

At its initial meeting, it was agreed that a site meeting all 
requirements must be found before any architect or engineer would be 
employed. Several lots were investigaged. Some owners did not wish to 
have their land considered while others allowed tests to be conducted. 

After reviewing several sites, going back and forth to Augusta with 
soil data, one site was found that would meet the standards now being 
imposed by the State. 

The approvable site is owned by Raymond Hanscom and is off 
Route 3 across from the Go-Kart track. 

Subsequently, the Committee procured a one-year option on Mr. 
Hanscom’s land with the provision that the option could be extended for 
one year. 

In November, Roy Nesbitt, new Director of School Facilities, visited 
the school and suhsequently wrote us a letter with his recommendations. 
His letter elaborates on the Department of Education feeling that 
Trenton should tuition its upper graders to nearby towns. 

At this point, it appears that the only building project that has a 
chance of state approval is a minimum K-6 facility on the Hanscom site. 

Further complicating the issue are proposed changes in LD 1994 
that would have towns revert back to a percentage basis on construction 
costs. Such a change would greatly alter the local tax structure and 
might promote rethinking the entire problem.

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COMMENTS 


The purposes for which the ‘‘Federal Revenue Sharing’’ funds were 
appropriated were clearly within the definition of priority and served to 
reduce what otherwise would normally become property taxation. The 
investment and management of the funds were in compliance with 
requirements. It was noted that the amount available for appropriation 
is larger than at the end of the prior year. Care should be taken not to 
use the amount on deposit as the amount available, which is reported as 
a “‘reserve’’ in which the past appropriation by the voters is used in its 
computation. It can be observed that the difference between the 
investment and the reserve is the exact amount of the unexpended 
balance forward in the sanitation account. 

The decrease in unappropriated surplus was justified by the extent 
voted at annual meeting in view of the sound financial condition of the 
town. The appropriation from excise tax revenue, however, proved to be 
$1,491.60 larger than the cash receipts. The reaction from earlier 
collections in the prior year and the decrease in new car sales were 
factors in this respect. 

Changes in the Capital Reserves reflect the authorized use towards 
the purchase of the fire truck and the addition to the town office fund.
